The Government, continued the clergyman, 
had 10,000 troops there, all armed with the 
latest and most improved style of European 
weapons. They were also supplied with 
Krupp guns and were thoroughly drilled in 
military tactics. During the period of his 
eXtended mission in Manchooria the people 
of the country had never annoyed the for- 
eign Christians or those natives who had em- 
braced Christianity. He estimated that the 
number of Christians in Manchooria at 15,090 
persons, whose spiritual wants were minis- 
tered to by thirty priests, besides a number 
of native neophytes. 


THE VACILLATING CZAR. 


HIS FOIBLE BURLESQUED IN A LETTER THAT IS 
CONVULSING EUROPE. 

Moscow, Dec. 2.—The following letter is 
going the rounds of the press and is being 
laughed at all over Europe in view of the re- 
cent mystification over the Uzar’s departure 
from Copenhagen. It purported to be 
written by a Russian court functionary to a 
friend in Berlin and runs thus: 


DEAR FRIEND—The following may serve you as 
exact information; it is quite uncertain when we 
leave Copenhagen, though probably in the afternoon 
at7o’clock. It may also beearly the day after to- 
morrow, Put it is quite certain that it will be to-mor- 
row noon. We shall, of course, choose the 
sea journey, though the land suite us much 
better. For this reason we have not yet de- 
ciaed which we shall prefer. I think we shall 
zo by sea as well as by land. When we leave 
the steamer we getinto the train—thatis to aay on 
another steamer--I mean steamship on rails, or 
ratheran express train in the water. We are ter- 
ribly afraid of seasickness, therefore we remain as 
long as possible on the ocean. After al), one travels 
best on terra firma. Theroforethe ses journey is as 
good as settied. We travel by way of Berlin, where 
you can await meat the station, but you can tave 
yourself trouble as we shall not touch Berlin under 
any considePation. We shall travel by way of Stettin, 
when I say StettinI mean Danzig, Whatis the use 
use ofus going to Danzig. Naturally we go direct 
from Copenhagen by ship to Konigsberg. Therefore 
#u revoir till the day after to-morrew at Berlin. We 
leave here ina week, Where we shall go isstili un- 
decided, 


IRISH LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


UNDER LOYAL RESTRICTIONS BALFOUR FAVORS 
IT—BRITISH TOPICS. ; 

Loyposx, Dec. 2.—The Rt. Hon. Arthur J. 
Balfour, First Lord of the Treasury, ad- 
dressing a Conservative meeting at Hudders- 
field, said he was still clear in his own mind 
that the Irish local government bill ought to 
be passed, but it should not be introduced in 
Parliament unless the rights of the minority 
are safeguarded, At the same time, he said, 
the measure ought to be based on a broad 
franchise. Mr. Balfour declared that he be- 
lieved it possible to produce a measure 
fulfilling both these conditions. Doubtless 
any bill would transfer the power of the land- 
owners to other hands, but that would not be 
a reason for rejecting the measure unless it 
could be proved that it would be a new 
weapon in the hands of the disloyal to injure 
the loyal. 

It is reported in army circles that Mr. 
Stanhope, Secretary of War, intends in the 
next session of Parliament to propose a re- 
Guction of the strength of the cavalry by two 
or more regiments. The cavalry establish- 
mentis already small and is always only 
half supplied with horses. 

The Chronicle says that the Vatican is mak- 
ing semi-official overtures to the powers to 
protect Christians in China. 


DE GIERS’ Mission. - * 
IT WAS ONE OF PEACE AND GOOD WILL—THE 
CZAR’S DOMINIONS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 2.—The Oficial Journal 
announces that M. De Giers, the Russian 
Foreign Minister, who has been visiting Italy, 
France and Germany, will report to the Czar 
to-day the results of his tour. Commenting 
on this the Oficiel Journal says that aftera 
muititude of erroneous comments a more cor- 
rect view of the Foreign Minister’s visits will 
be taken. Itadds that mostofr the foreign 
and Russian newspapers now appreciate the 
true significance of the exchange of views be- 
tween M. DeGiersand the heads of other 
governments, which can only resuit tn a 
clearer position free from all misunderstand- 
ings, while at the same time new pledges 
have been afforded for reciprocal confidence 
and the maintenance of peace, which is uni- 
versally desired.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC INCREASING

BERLIN. Dec. 2.—The epidemic of influenza, 
which has caused so much suffering here of 
late, is increasing in severity. Owing to the 
large number of influenza patients supple - 
mentary barracks at the Moabil Hospital 
have been opened for their accommodation, 
all the ordinary wards there being full. There 
are now 1,500 patients at the Charite Hospital 
many of whom are suffering from influenza.

Attempted Murder and Suicide in Phil- 
delphia This Morning.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—Samuel Pollock, 51 
years old, shot his wife this morning, seri- 
ously injuring her. Hethen killed himseif. 

The cause of the attempted murder and sui- 
cide was domestic troubles. For some time 
past Pollock and his wife had been on un- 
friendly terms. About8 o’clock this morning 
they rose and retired to separate rooms to 
dress. Pollock dressed first and waited for his 
wife to leave her room. As she passed through 
the door he drew a reyolver from his pocket 
and fired. The ball passed tnrough her hip 
and she fell to floor. Pollock then turned the 
pistol to his head and fired, killing him- 
self instantly. Mrs. Pollock will probably 
recover. 


THE MYSTERY GROWS. 


PECULIAR PHASES OF BABY BEALS’ ABDUCTION 
AND RETURN. 

Kansas CITY, Dec, 2.—Instead of time clear- 
ing away the mystery surrounding the ab- 
duction and return of Banker Beals’ baby, it 
seems to add to the perplexity of the public, 
who have become so deeply interested in the 
case. 

Chief among the circumstances to be ex- 
plained is the detall of the payment of the 
ransom money. The friends of the Beals 
famliy who attended to this payment have 
become much mixed in their account. Now 
that fresh developments tending to disprove 
all their varying stories have come to light 


they decline totalk at all, leaving people to 
surmise as to when and where the arch thief 
received his money. 

There are good grounds for believing that 
this payment was made at the Union Na- 
tional nk at leasttwelve hours after the 
child’s return. 

And Ralston—under which name the man 
supposed to be Ed Sipole of Denver went 
when he planned and when he directed the 
kidnapping, and when he in person returned 
the child—has ever since been going non- 
chalantly about the city, visiting lawyers, 
looking in upon the justice court where his 
confederates were on trial, stopping at the 
Hotel Thorne and doing numberiless other 
things whicha manin the pursuit of whom 
the whole city should join would not be ex- 
pected to do. 

Asto the ransom, onthe night of the re- 
turn of the baby one ofthe intimate friends 
of the Beais’ distinctly told the reporter that 
the ransom had been paidinthe shape of a 
certified check for $5,000. 

Later it was declared that Mr. George D. 
Ford, second vice-president of the Union Na- 
tional had paid the stranger, that the pay- 
ment bad been made at the Beals doorway, 
that the ransom had been five new $1,(»- 
Dilis. Later still Mr. Beals declared that the 
ae was paid ip bills of smaller denomina- 

ns. 


Then stilla account:.Mr. Ford had 
paid the stranger $5,000 and had gone out 
upon the lawn away from the house to make 
the payments, 

Many things have come up to indicate that 
Baby Beals was ransomed with a check, that 
this check was cashed next morning by the 
man of phenomenal coolness, Ralston. 

Another peculiar feature of the case is, how 
did Kaiston manage to elude the officers who 


ack. Yet, according to the story of the 
Beals’ and their guests Ralston walked boldly 
into the yard with the childin his arms, and 
after delivering his charge at the front door 
and receiving his reward coolly left the 
premises. Nome of the watchers saw these 
occurrences. 

Some of these mysteries may be cleared 
away by the preliminary hearing of Lizzie 
Smith, the woman who carried baby Beals 
off, and her supposed accomplice, the man 
**King,’”’ or Michael Sipoie, which begins 
here this afternoon. 

When the case was called at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon ‘‘King’’ and Lizzie Smith were 
granted a continuance until Dec. 12.

WESTERN COMBINE TO OFFSET CRISP’S 
INITIAL VOTE. 


How Each State Delegation Will Likely 
Vote on the First Ballot—Shouters 
Swarming to the Support of Their 
Friends—Mills Declines the Proffer ofa 
Texas Boom. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—Evidence of 
the great interest taken In the contest for the 
speakership of the House is shown dally by 
the receipt at the headquarters of the various 
candidates forthe honor, of telegrams and 
letters from the States in which the candi- 
dates reside, offering the service of delega- 
tions to work for their respective choices. 
All the candidates have received such offers, 
but so far Messrs. Sprifiger and Hatch only 
have availed themselves of the services prof- 
fered. Mr. Mills yesterday declined the 
services of the hundred Texas Democrats 
who were ready to start for:Washington ata 
moment’s notice to assist him in his cam- 
paign. 

According to the best estimates obtainable 
the situation is: Neither candidate is likely 
to poll 90 votes on the first ballot. If either 
starts with 80 votes hé will force a successful 
combination for or against himself in a very 
few ballots. 

There will prebabiy be not more than 225 
votes in the caucus. Therefore 113 will be 
enough to nominate and 80 votes would be 
within 33 of the number necessary toa choice, 
It would be difficult under such circumstances 
for the weaker candidates to hold their fol- 
lowers long inline. The temptation to join 
hands with the man seemingly so certain of 
success would be too strong for men seeking 
good committee assignments to resist. 

The followers af McMillin, Springer and 
Hatch hold the key to the situation. Springer 
stands accredited with thirty-five votes, Mc- 
Millin with twenty and Hatch with thirteen. 
The total strength of the three Is sixty-eight. 

The Mills people claim that their favorite is 
the second chotce of the large majority of the 
Springer contingent, and that as soon as the 
illinois candidate drops out two-thirds of his 
Strengtj will goto Mills. The Crisp people 
claim at least two-thirds of McMillin’s sup- 
port on the score of second choice and half of 
the support of Mr. Hatch. 

The canvass for votes waxes warmer as the 
Gay of the Democratic caucus approaches. 
Mr. Holman of Indiana, the chairman of the 
caucus, isexpected in Washington Friday, 
and until he arrives the date cannot be def- 
initely determined. It is prubable, however, 
that it will take place Saturday afternoon. 
There is a disposition among the Democratic 
members here against allowing extended 
speeches in placing the candidates in nomi- 
nation, and it is probable that the names of 
the candidates will be piaced before the cau- 
cus without any attempt at oratory. The 
canvass to-day began with a rumor thata

Charles Moore, a negro porter in Charles 
Mick’s saloon on the northwest corner of 
Twelfth and Pine streets, was’ fined $100 by 
Judge Morris this morning. Last Monday 
evening an immense crowd was standing on 
the sidewalk watching the torchlight pro- 
cession forming on Twelfth street and in the

COURT WHICH SHATTERED 
HIS NERVES. 


A SCENE IN 


The Line of Action to Be Pursued by De- 
fendant’s Counsel—Mrs.  Barnaby’s 
Death by Poison Will Be Admitted— 
Tedious Work of Selecting a Jury— 
The Ninth Day. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 2.—This is the ninth 
day of the Graves trial for the poisoning of 
Mrs. Barnaby, and the work of getting to- 
gether twelve men to hear the evidence and 
pass upon the guilt or innocence of the man 
indicted for the crime ts still uncompleted. It 
is possiblea panel will be secured to-day. 

Dr. Graves appears dally in the court-room, 
and looks well fora man over whom sucha 
charge is hanging. 

To a correspondent Dr. Graves consented to 
talk about the case. 

‘‘Ican’t say much regarding the prosecu- 
tion,’’ said the doctor. ‘‘Thus far there 
have been no developments by which the ex- 
tent of their case can be judged. However 
strong may be their circumscantial evidence 
I feel confident of acquittal. It is not strange, 
either, that I should feelso. It is hard to be- 
lieve in Colorado that they would hang an 
innocent man. 

‘**I was thinking over the events of the past 
week just before you came in. You can im- 
agine how the arraignment and my dally 
presence in court hav@ affected me. Idon’t 
think I could have stood it had I not been in- 
nocent. 

‘*Yes, Ishall take the stand in my own 
defense and shall produce some other evi- 
dence; but as the burden of proof is with the 
Government we shall sit still most of the 
time during the trial and break down the 
force of their case if it can be done, 

AN AWFUL MOMENT. 

‘*The local papers printed a sensational 
paragraph on Monday last about my per- 
sonal appearance when Roberts, the mur-

now that the whole thing was arranged by

‘*As I looked upon the pallid tace and 
trembiing figure of the condemned man, I 
thought: ‘He may be. guilty and may be 
about to suffer just punishment, while I, in- 
nocent of wrong-doing, may perhaps be 
called upon to meet the same fate.’ Would 
not you be moved to seea fellow-man doomed 
to die? 

‘*I have stood by the bedside of patients 
whose lives were going out with their dear 
ones around them. I have seen their eyes

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LINE OF DEFENSE. 

‘*‘What will be your line of defense?’’ was 
asked. 

‘*‘I donot think longht to gointo particu- 
lars regarding my defense. You can say posl- 
tively, however, that I never admitted to 
anyone that Isenta bottle to Mrs. Barnaby 
at Denver, If Mr. Hansom of Boston or any 
of the other witnesses testify to that fact, 
they will be telling falsehoods. Neither have 
I cast the reflections on Mrs. Barnaby’s char- 
acter that I have been accused of. 

‘*l have watched the court proceedings 
with great interest. Both the defense and 
prosecution are using the greatest caution 
inthe selection of jurors. I wantajury of 
intelligent, Wwell-edficated men, who can 
grasp the evidence understandingly, and if 
such a body is secured I shall be willing to 
abide by their finding. The average mental 
capacity of many who have thus far been 
drawnhi to serve is not remarkably high, judg- 
ing by appearances. 

‘*‘Who do I think sent Mrs. Barnaby the 
poison if l didnot? That I will not answer. 
Were youto investigate carefully, however, 
you might satisfy yourself that there are 
others here in the city against whom the cir- 
cumstantial evidence is as strong as itis 
against me, judging from the prosecutor’s 
standpoint. 
‘*Positively I had no motive to murder Mrs. 
Barnaby. Iwas her business agent and had 
possession of hermoney. Had1 been so dis- 
eonagt I could have fixed affairs to rob her of 
ler possessions without laying myself Mable 
before the law. Why should I haveso stu- 
pidly resorted to murder?’’ 
Judge Furman, Dr. Graves’ counsel, says 
the defense willadmit the fact of death by 
polson and concede that Dr. Graves sent the 
bottle and that it contained good whisky 
when he mailed it at Boston. The defense 
will then, Judge Furman says, produce evi- 
dence toshowthat the whisky really sent 
was tampered with between the time it left 
the Schermerhorn Worrell Trust Co.’s office 
March 13, and the day it was opened and 
drank by Mrs. Barnaby, March 19. It will be 
urged’ that the Government evidence is in- 
sufficient to prove absolutely the fact thatjthe 
poisonous ingredients were contributed by 
Dr. Graves. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE, 

The murder with which Dr. Graves is 
charged occurred in April last, but the iis- 
tory ofthe case dates much fusther back, 
Dr. Graves was Mrs. Barnaby’s physician 
and general adviser for Mmaany years. He 
looked after her property and had charge of 
her money affafrs. Mrs. Barnaby, who was 
the widow of J. V. Barnaby, the millionaire 
merchant of Providence, had been cut off 
with the allowance of $2,500 a year, but had 
ifthherown right a fortune of $100,000. Last 
spring she had a falling out with Dr.

This trial excites great interest and the 
outcome will be watched by thousands of 
readers. 

Dr. Graves hasa host of friends who sus- 
tafn him. It must be saidin his favor that 
while his course has been at variance with 
es taste, and has not been indicative of 
delicate Ssensibilities, heghas met the 
charge against himas well as might be ex- 
pected of amanof his peculiar disposition 
and habits. 

The detectives assert that they have posi- 
tive evidence that will lead to conviction.

ENGINEER ALBERT WAGNER’S EXPERIENCE. 
Last a Engineer Albert Wagner and 
Fireman Henry J. Dailey of the robbed train, 
arrived inthe city. It is upon their testimony 
that the express officials depend for a 
description of the six men now being vainly 
sought for. Fireman Dailey was seen at his 
home, 8943 Chouteau avenue, and tells the

**One of them then took charge of me and 
the other piaced his revolver at the en- 
gineer’s head and told him to run the train 
to the overhead bridge at Glendale and stop 
her there. When this was done they 
marched us back to the smoking-car. 
The shooting began then and it was a 
regular voliey. There were six robbers in 
the party, and besides the two men covering 
us another covered the express messenger, 
another the baggageman and another the 
conductor. They kept us prisoners inthe 
smoking car by firing continually about us. 
The robbers were quite leisurely about going 
through the express car,and the train was de- 
layed in all about thirty-five minutes, I must 
decline to give a description of the robbers 
until I have reported to the officers of the 
express company. While the robbery was 

ing on the engineer told the robbers that 
he water was dangerously low in the boiler, 
but they paid no attention to him. All dur- 
ing their work the six men were swearing 
and shouting. They were atough and des- 
perate- looking lot of fellows.’’ 

Engineer Wagner was also seen, but would 
not talk much until he had seen the express 
officials. Fireman Dailey was also of the opin- 
ion that some of the robbers got onthe train 
at Cheltenham, ashe saw two men get on 
there but paid little attention to them. 

MR. HAPPEL’S ACCOUNT. 

Mr. George W. Happel of 2356 South Tenth 
street, was alsoa passenger on the robbed 
train. From Rolla, Mo., he sends to the 
Post-DIsPaTcH the following story ofthe oc- 
currence: 

**It was about 9:15 o’clock and I was sitting 
in the smoking car. The train had just 
pulled out from Ojd Orchard, when I heard 
the explosion of a torpedo on the track. 
Momentarily following it came a terrific ex- 
plosion, onthe heels of whicha volley of 
shots were firedintothe smoking car. All 
occupants ofthe car droppedtothe floor, 
staid there, expecting every moment to hear 
the familiar old Missouri command: ‘Hands 
up.” The writer being somewhat stout, did 
not relish the crouched position he was in, 
got up and calied leudly for guns or pistols. 
Not getting any response he went to the fol- 
lowing, ladies’ car, madethe same request 
without success and advised peopleto get 
ney a portion oftheir expectant contribu- 
tions. 

**Returning to the smoker, he saw the fire- 
manandenginrer shovedinto the car hur- 
riediy, who made tracks for the rear of the 
smoker, crouched down like the rest of us 
and advised ‘no shooting’ on our part. The 
writer, who was then at the headof the 
smoker, kept ona step further to the head, 
but a shot whistling past him induced him to 
return. The conductor of the train stood his 
ground like a man, walked through the car 
just then, opened the door, but shrank back 
at some loud command from the outside, 

*-For some ten minutes following allin the 
car was still enough to heara pin drop, at 
end of which time the performance was over. 
The whole plan was admirably executed, and 
the villains must be credited for one act 
of humanity in not wantonly taking human 
life, which they might have easliy done if 
they, instead of fring ina diagonal direction 
into the car, had shot parallel or broadcast 
into it.’’

EVICTION TO BE RESISTED TO THE LAST 
EXTREMITY. | 


4 Supreme Court Decision That Imperils 
Holdings of Twenty Years’ Standing— 
Settlers Calla Meeting to Organize in 
Defense of Their Homes—The Canadian 
Pacific Forced to Build a Double Track. 


CHICAGO, Dec, 2.—A special despatch from 
Pembina, N. D., says:” There is the most in- 
tense excitement throughout the Red River 
Valley over the order just issued by the 
Great Northern Ratlroad Co. warning 
farmers to vacate lands belonging to the 
company by Dec.1. The farmers of the val- 
ley have long been in littgation and reeently 
a decision adverse to the settlers was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court. But it was gen- 
erally understood thata compromise would 
be reached by which the railroad company 
could secure indemnity landsin some other 
quarter. The holders of the property, many 
of whom have been in possession of it for 
years, declare that they will not leave it at 
all. There is grave danger of bloodshed un- 


The notice is issued over the signature of M. 
D. Grover, General Secretary of the road. 
Evictions are only directed against owners of 
odd numbered sections within the twenty 
mile indeninity land grant limit. The 
railway claims include the richest 
portion of the Red River Valley lands 
that have been duly granted by the govern- 
ment. A meeting of property-holders in- 
terested will be held at Grand Forks, Dec. 1. 
When Minnesota was admitted into the Union 
in 1858, and the boundary between Minne- 
sota and Dakota was established,the country 
along the Red River was still an unknown 
wilderness, and remained so formany years. 
Up to Dec. 22, 1890, it was taken for granted 
by the Land Department of the United States 
government, by tiie people who settled that 
country, andalso by the railroad that the 
land grant did not extend west of the RKed 
River. Onthat date, fhowever, there was 
rendered in the Supreme Court of the United 
States a decision in the now famous case of 


the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Railroad Co. against Ransom Phelps, 
wherein occurred a @ictum not really 


necessary to the disposal of the case in hand, 
but which if carried out to its legal construc- 
tion could have no other effect than to estab- 
Msh and confirm the title of the railroad 
company to about sixty thousand acres of 
land along the left bank of the Red River, 
now worth from $20to $30anacre. That de- 
cision was a surprise to the railroad, as it 
was to the settlers themselves, many of 
whom had resided on the land for twenty 
years, andall of whom held patents under 
the great seal and signed by successive Presi- 
dents of the United States from Grant to 
Harrison. Under a resolution of the Senate, 
passed at the last session authorizing the 
same, the Secretary of the Interior has been 
corresponding with the railroad company 
with a view to having the lands relinquished 
to the settlers, and authorizing the railroad 
company to select in lieu those of other pub- 
lic lands. 


A DOUBLE TRACK NECESSARY. 
WINSIPEG, Manitoba, Dec. 2.—The Cana- 
dian Pacific has decided to butida double 
track on its road between this city and Lake

PLUTOCRATIC TAXATION. 


A New “York Tax Reform Association 
formed ‘‘to create a public sentiment 
against th» taxation of personal property’’ 
wants the views of the PosT-DISPATCH on 
the following propositions, which seem to 
us rather inconsistent: 

1. The most direct taxation is the best, be- 
cause it gives tothe real payers of taxes a 
conscious and direct pecuniary interest in 
honest and economical! government. 

2. Mortgages and capital engaged in pro- 
duction or trade should be exempt from tax- 
ation: Because taxes on such capital tend to 
drive itaway, to puta premium on dishon- 
esty and to discourage industry. 

8. Real estate should bear the main burden 
of taxation: Because such taxes can be most 
easily, cheaply and certainly collected, and 
because they bear least heavily on the farmer 
and the worker, 

If easy, cheap and certain collection is 


the ruling aim, indirect taxes or taxes on 


consumption are preferable to direct taxes, 
because the consumers far outnumber the 
property holders, and, being unable to 
live without the taxed necessaries, cannot 
evade the taxes thereon. 

If the ruling aim is to give the payers of 
taxes ‘‘aconscious and direct pecuniary 
interest in honest and economical govern- 
ment,’’ it would surely be wrong to give 
such direct pecuniary interest to owners of 
real estate only, and leave the more nu- 
merous owners of a vast amount of per- 
sonal property without any such interest 
in honest government, when their protec- 
tion costs more and they are just as able to 
pay for it. 

Capital invested in farm production can 
be driven away or destroyed by excessive 
or unfair taxation, as well as capital en- 
gaged in any other sort of production 6r 
trade. Every tax puts a premium on dis- 
honesty, and a tax on land may operate as 
a burden upon production and a discour- 
agement to industry as much as a tax upon 
capital engaged in trade or manufactures. 

In short, the PostT-DISPATCH believes 
with ADAM SMITH that taxes should be 
levied impartially upon the accumulated 
wealth of the country and upon all forms 
of property in such way that each citizen 
shall contribute as nearly as may be in 
proportion to his ability and the protection 
he enjoys. And in comparing abilities the 
PostT-DIsPATCH would hold that the man

DEMONSTRATION AT MUSIC HALL. 


ADDRESSES DELIVERED—THE TE DEUM REN- 


DERED IN GRAND STYLE. 


The grand demonstration in honor of 
Archbishop Kenrick by the peopleof St. Louls 
in Music Hall last evening was an unqualified 
success. By 8 o’clock the vast auditorium 
was packed to suffocation. The hall was 
handsomely decorated. The walls behind 
the boxes were covered with large American 


flags, while banners bearing the arms of the 
Archbisho and Cardinal hung on 
either side of the proscenium.

THE CONDENSING COMPANIES AND THE 
FARMERS.

Higher Rates Required to Make the Dairy 
Interest a Profitable One—Production 

+- Will Cost Above the Average This 
Winter—The Question of Milk Samp- 
ling—How It Should Be Done. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 2.—The price of 
milk during the coming winter is one that is 
occupying the attention of thousands of Illi- 
nois farmers. The patrons of the condensing 
companies pave been consulting regarding 
the price for milk for six months beginning 
Oct. 1. The general opinion seems to be that 
very much higher rates must be had this 
winter to enable the producers to make any 
money out of the business. It issaid the 
prices most favored is an average of $1.08 per 
can of eight gallons or 13% cents per gallon. 
How the companies will receive this sugges- 
tion it is impossible to say. There seems 
good reason for the beliefthat milk produc- 
tion will cost more this winter than last, but 
whether the condensing companies will con- 
cede the advance named is to be seen. 

Onthe day for signing the contract last 
spring at one of the factories in New York 
the anxiety to get their names down before 
the full amount was contracted was so great 
that the doors had to be closed to prevent a 
mob. This, too, in the East where feed, both 
that raised and bought, is worth 25 per cent 
more than here, and farm lands are higher. 
The price named, $1.08 per can, is an average 
of $1.62 per hundred, which would mean an 
average price for butter of almost 328 cents 
per pound net tothe creamery. 

This, from present indications, will be be- 
yond any figures obtainable. The factory and 
creamery interests in this section are as 
much interested in securing better prices as 
the farmers. High prices stimulate prod uc- 
tion, and the larger the receipts at the fac- 
tories and creameries the more net profit. 

The question of milk sampling is also one 
to which much care and investigation has 
been devoted. 

The most reliable method of sampling is by 
the use of a sampling tube, which takes out a 
core of milk from thetop to the bottom. 
This sampling tube can be made by any ordi 
nary tinsmith by taking a piece of brass tub- 
ing an inch in diameter, running a wire 
through the length of it, terminating at the 
upper partin a bend for handle, the other 
end ot the wire being soldered into a firm 
sheet of iron, which is covered on its upper 
surface by a piece of rubber packing. This 
tron valve should be a trifle larger than the 
size of the tubing. 

The wire is heldin the center of the tube 
by a small wire loopatthe top and bottom, 
near the ends ofthetube. By pushing down 
on the handle the valve is carried away from 
the bottom of the tube, leaving a piace for 
the milk toenter. While in this position the 
tube is pushed down vertically into the milk 
in the weighing can until It reaches the bot- 
tom. The wire is then pulled up, closing the 
rottom ofthe tupe, taking with itacore of 
milk fromthetop tothe bottom of the can. 
The bottom of the tube ts put intothe can or 
jar in which the sample isto be kep', and by 
loosening the valve the milk is allowed to 
flow out. 

Three such samples will furnish enough 
milk for analysis, and will give a sample that 
isa correct average of allthe milk. But 
even when using this it is advis- 
able te stir the milk well witha dipper be- 
fore taking the sample. Of course If the 
amount of milk is smali—100 to 200 pounds— 
end itis stirred very thoroughly with a iarge 
dipper, itcan be mixed so thoroughly thata 
ty sample may be taken out with a 
C pper. 


SPRINGFIELD JOTTINGS. 


Items of Interest Gathered at the State 
Oapital. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 2.—The new law provid 
ing a bounty of 2 cents for each English svarrow 
killed went into effect yesterdzy. George Williams, 
George A. Meyers and Charles Nelson were the first 
in this county to profit by the new law. hey 
brought in seventy-three sparrows and received the 
bounty.

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| WILS HOWARD ON TRIAL. 


The Story of the Killing of the Deaf Mute 
Mc Michaels. 


LEBANON, Mo., Dec. 2.—The trial of the no- 
torious Wils Howard for the murder of 
Thomas McMichaels in Maries County, Mo,, 
has attracted hundreds of people to this city 
from varfoue parts of the State, andalso 
from Kentucky, where the prisoner is well- 


known. 

Howard has been held inthe St. Louts jail 
for safe-keeping, where he came into addi- 
tional notoriety by his knowledge of the plans 
of the desperadoes who recently broke out 
of the Four Courts prison. 

Howard’s case comes to Laclede County on 
a change of venue from Vienna in Mates 
County, where it was first called for trial in 
june last. The prisoner is one of the most 
notorious criminals who ever appeared before 
the courts of Missour1, standing charged with 
the commission of fourteen homicides. The 
story of the killing of McMichaels is this: 
Nearly three years agoa stranger appeared 
in the western part of Maries County in the 
neighborhood between Dixon &@ Vienna. 
He claimed to be a detective and exhibited a 
detective’s badge. Living in the neighbor- 
hood was Thomas McMichaels and a_ brother 
and sister, alldeaf mutes, About the time 
this stranger jo J gaps tre a man aiso living in 
the neighborh claimed to have had $40 
stolen from him. This stranger, whom tt was 
afterwards learnea was Will Jennings, in 
company with Andy Martin, went to the 


then compelled him to give them $50, cl aim- 
ing $40 for the money he had stolen and $10 
for expenses. McMichaels had Jennings ar- 
rested, but he was discharged on a technical- 
y be jurisdiction and at once left the country. 
About the 27th or 28th of April, 1891, another 
strapger appeared at Thomas McMichaels’ 
house and took supper with the family. After 


| supper he drew two revolvers, told McMich- 


aels that he was an officer and had come to 
arrest him fora crime alleged to have been 
committed in some other part of the State. 
McMichaels surrendered and the two left the 
house together. Two or three days after- 
terward McMichaels’ body was found about 
two miles from the house and about fifty 
yards from the road, with a bullet hole 
through his head and another through the 
body. The stranger had, in the meantime, 
disappeared, and it was at first supposed to 
be a case of murder for the paves of rob- 
bery, as McMichaels was known to have 
money. 

This stranger, the prosecution claims, was 
floward. He was found in the California 
Penitentiary a year ago, serving a sentence 
for robbery. he Governor of that State 
honored a requisition for Howard, and he 
was returned to Missouri. 

The theory of the prosecution is that Jen- 
nings and Howard belongto a gang of rob- 
bers and murderers in Harlan County 
Ky., and that Jennings procured Howard 
tocometo Maries County and murder .Mc- 
Michaels to eta his appearance against 
him for robbery. The tworemaining deaf 
mutes and one or two others have identified 
Howard as the man who took supper with 
the deaf mutes and arrested McMichaels. 
The Martins, where he stayed all night, say 
he looks like the man. Howard says he had 
not been in Missouri for foyr years previous
